BEETHOVEN 

In  the  second  half  of  the   18th  century  many  princes  and  wealthy  noblemen  retained  for  the.r  table-music  a 
wind  octet  consisting  of  two  each  of  oboes,  clarinets,  horns  and  bassoons.   For  these  instruments  many 
composers  of  the  period,  especially  Haydn  and  Mozart     scared  charming  , entertainment  music :     The  young 
Beethoven  could  not  desist  from  following  their  examp  e  and  wrote     besides  a  de lightful  Rond.no     the 
Partita  (Suite)  in  E  flat  in  four  movements.  However,  .t  was  not  published  in  its  anginal  form  until   1834. 
A  transformed  version  was  published  in  1797,  substantially  enlarged     for  string  quintet  as  Opus  4.    Far 
what  reason  the  edition,  published  in  score  and  parts  in  Beethoven's  Collected  Works  by  Breitkopf  and 
Hortel  in  Leipzig  in  1863,  received  the  entirely  mislead.ng  opus  number  103,  can  no  longer  be 
ascertained. 

Akxan^eNTansman  was  born  in  Lodz,   Poland,  and  studied  under  P.  Rytel  inWo.ow     establishing  his 
rPudence  in  Paris  in  1919.    He  made  extensive  tours  as  composer-pianist,  coming  to  the  United  Mates  in 
927-l"28Her|eft  Paris  during  the  German  occupation,  settling  in  Hollywood  where  he  composed  mu,,e 
for  films  until  his  return  to  Paris  in  1946.    His  music  is  distinguished  by  a  considerable  me lad  eg         f.ne 
craftsmanship  and  vivacious  rhythm.    His  harmony  is  often  bitonal  and  there  are  some  impress.on.st.c 
devices.
